At  this  writing  we  have  a  long  border  of  these  plants  in 
bloom  in  our  garden,  and  nothing  gives  us  greater  pleas- 
ure.  They  are  so  charming  in  habit,  rich  and  varied  in 
coloring,  and  so  early  to  bloom,  coming  with  the  spring' 
flowering  bulbs,  that  nothing  can  be  more  acceptable. 
We  use  them  freely  for  decorating  the  dining  table  and 
library  windows,  taking  plants  up  from  the  border  and 
putting  them  in  fern  dishes  and  pots,  where  they  go  on 
blooming  as  if  they  had  never  been  disturbed.  Their 
hardiness  has  been  pretty  well  settled  by  the  severe  win' 
ter  of  1933  and  1934.
